FINDS WITNESS IN 
PROSPECTIVE JUROR 
WINS $15,000 SUN 


Attorney for Mrs. Ruwe Against 
United Railways Discovers 
Testimony He Needs. 


The discovery by Attorney J. M. 
Lashley that one of the prospective 
jurors he was examining, in begin- 
ning the trial in Judge Fisher's Court 
of a damage suit against the United 
Railways, was.a witness to the acci- 


dent, enabled him to get testimony 
which resulted in a verdict for his 
Catherine Ruwe, of 1946 
Louisiana avenue, for $15,000, the full 
amount for which she sued: 

Mrs. Ruwe, her sister, Miss Annette 
EB. Niehaus and their 3-year-old niece, 
Marie Niehaus, were riding in a bug- 
gy, Which was struck by a Compton 
car at Lawrence street and Shenan- 
doah avetiue, July 11, 1909. 

Niehaus was killed and Mra. 
Ruwe suffered injuries to-her head 
and back. The baby was. uninjured. 
The administrator of Miss Niehaus’ es- 
tate obtained judgment for $5000 sev- 
eral months ago. 

In examining the prospective jurors 
Wednesday, Lashley asked them if any 
knew a reason why he should not 
serve. 

B. H. Lehnbeuter;, of 3110 Keokuk 
street, said that he had witnessed the 
accident and thought he ought to be 
excused, Lashley then had him sub- 
penaed. The one element for which 
proof was needed by Lashley to make 
his case complete was negligence on 
the part of the motorman. Lehnbeu- 
ter testified that he was a passenger 
on the car and at the time of the ac- 
cident noticed that the motorman was 
talking with a passenger seated on the 
sandbox and was not giving his wun: 
divided attention to the control of the 
car. 

The jury considered the case 10 min- 
utes and returned a verdict awarding 
Mrs. Ruwe the amount for which shel 
sued, $15,000.

Difficult Condition Vepnobed: 

Unusual difficulty attended the artists’ 
work, because of the conditions imposed 
by the women. They .decided that, to 
escape the conventional style of soldiers’ 
monuments, and to avoid arousing any 
possible antagonism, no figure of a Con- 
feedrate soldier, or object of modern 
warfare, should be in the design. 

How to represent the spirit of the

Kircher told Rudolph he acted as 
agent for Mr. and Mrs. Saxe in selling 
their equity in a piece of Milwaukee 
real estate. While the deal was: pend- 
ing, he said, Mrs. Saxe told him she 
feared she was about to lose several 
articles of jewelry which she had 
pawned and asked him to advance her 
some money to protect the jewelry. 

He told her he could give her no cash 
until he had sold the property, but he 
gave her a $250 check:in October, 1911, 
with the understanding ‘that she was not 
to cash it, but would deposit it as secur- 
ity for her jewelry until the deal was 
completed. 

Kircher alleges he sold the property 
and sent her the $300 which he received 
for it, instructing her to tear’ up’ the 
¢beck. Later he learned at his bank 
that the check had been cashed. 

Koch, the barber, told Rudolph that 
Saxe gave him the check and asked him 
tu see if Tie could cash it. He had the 
check cashed and gave the money, to 
Saxe, he said. 

Mrs. Saxe. was released on an §800 
bond. At her home Thursday she re- 
fused to talk of her arrest, saying her 
husband woulda make ahy statement that 
might be necessary on his return to St. 
Louis.

Wealthy Illinois Farmer Hit

Barclay pleaded with the jurors te 
put themselves in Lewis’ place and ask 
themselves if they would not have done 
as he did under the circumstances. He 
asked them to determine whether Lewis 
did not have valid reasons for all of the 
promises which he made in connection 
with his publishing business and his 
other enterprises.

He characterized Lewis as “an as- 
tonishingly remarkable man” and a 
dreamer who had conceived the won-

“The mind that conceived the grand 
idea of forming the Woman’s National 
League could not have heen a mind 
that would stoop to fraud,’’: he said. 

The fundamental point to be deter- 
mined, Barclay .told the jurors, was 
whether Lewis meant to defraud those 
who contributed money to his enter- 
prises. He spoke of foremost citizens 
who- subscribed for stock in ‘the: Lewis 
Publishing Co. Among these, he sald, 
was B. F. Edwards, president of the Na- 
(ttonal Bank of Commerce, in St. Louis. 

Everything seemed favorable, he said, 
until the Government, through the Post- 
office Department, caused trouble for 
Lewis and after that each move that 
Lewis made was for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the stockholders.

“The Secretary of War wi: ‘prepare 
and prescribe such eules for the 
measurement of vessels and such reg- 
ulations as may be necessary and 
proper to carry this proclamation 
into full force and effect.’

The National Catholic Theater Move- 
ment, organized by Miss Eliza O’B.

Cardinals Gibbons and Farley have in- 
dorsed the movement and many arch-

Clubs, told g Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that St. Louls Catholics can 
be counted upon te further the move- 
ment. 

“The Federation has. always been 
active in promoting morality,” he said. 
“The St. Louls branch frequently has 
used its influence to have objectionable 
plays or acts withdrawn from the stage 
or sO revised as to make them inoffen- 
sive. Last year the federation sent let- 
ters to many of the principal theatrical 
managers in the United States asking 
them not to produce immoral plays or 
plays which treat religious subjects dis- 
respectfully. 
| Producers Promi 

“We réceived courteous yp A yary from 
some of the leading producers, all of 
whom promised to aid us in our effort 
to raise the moral standard of the 
Stage. We are in hearty accord with 
the new movement, and I am sure it 
Will be loyally supported by St. Louls- 
ans.” 

Archbishop Glennon told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he read the pros- 
pectus and approves it in a general 
way. 

The plan of organization, as officially 
cutlined, provides that a national com- 
mittee shall invite the formation in 
each city of a Catholic Civic Committee, 
under the supervision: of its Bishop. 
The Civic Committee in each city shal) 
form subcommittees in each parish. 

The subcommittees, each supervised 
by its pastor, shall cover a special 
field, calling social meetings for dis- 
cussion among their own people and 
gaining the co-operation of all classes 
in their district. Each parish shall thus 
have individual -representation through 
its civic committee in the National Com- 
mittee in New York, and shall be cred- 
ited with the sum of all financial of- 
ferings from its people.
